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WHY OWENS SHOULD BE RECALLED. 


It is well to state now when the time for the recall election 
draws near once again why the recall of James C, Owens as State 
Senator is being sought. It should be said by way of preface that 
there is not the slightest feeling against Senator Owens personally, 
and that had. he kept his written pledges and promises there never 
would have been the‘slightest effort to recall him. 

“Wheit'the Serlaté? was & candidate for the offfte he now holds 

he pledged: himself frequéntly to support the Democratic platform 

_ upon which he was running, and in writing he, on August 18, 1912, 

under the letter head of the “City of Richniond,”’ over his own sig- 

nature, answered an emphatic ‘““YES”’ to each of the following 
questions : 

Are you in favor of strengthening the existing women’s eight 
hour law by extending it to cannery workers and other exempted 
classes? YES. 

Are you in favor of a better enforcement of all labor laws, par- 
ticularly of the women’s eight hour Jaw and clild labor laws, and 
with that end in view to enlarge the State Bureau of Labor Statistics 
by adding a sufficient number of deputies and creating a legal de- 
partment as an auxiliary o the Bureau? YES. 

Are you in favor of establishing a state employment bureau and 
further restriction and supervision of private employment bureau. 
YES. 

Are you in favor of curbing the power of judges to issue in- 
junctions in labor disputes. YES. 

Are you in favor of remedying the unemployed evil and giving 
more attention to the condition of our alien and migratory popula- 
tion? YES. ~ 

Are you in favor of establishing compulsory compensation, to- 
gether with a state insurance system, to indemnify employees against 
accidental injuries or death? YES. 

Are you in favor of an efficient system for the inspection of 
weights and measures? YES. 

Are you in favor of i smaprpying sanitary conditions in all places 
of @mployment? YES.» 

To the ordinary mind it would seem ies that the Senator 
had given a pledge that he would stand for all those propositions, 
and would both vote and work for their passage and enactment into 
law. Curiously then it appears that not on one single pledge did he 
keep his word. He voted against extending the eight hour law to 
women working in canneries, and he continued to vote, or not to be 
present at roll call, when bills covering every one of the subjects re- 
ferred to above were pending. No man on the floor showed himself 
such an uncompromising opponent of labor and any betterment in its 
conditions. No man on the floor stood more continuously against 
every thing that labor asked, and when his opposition could take no 
other form he kept away from the roll call. 

Under the constitution of California every bill has to be passed 
by a majority of both houses, consequently to remain away from roll 
calls is equivalent to a negative vote, and in that way James C. Owens 
showed his sympathy with the various bills which covered any bet- 
terment of working conditions. 

But he did not stop there. When the opposition to the present 
Railroad Commission wanted some one to introduce a bill as a forlorn 
hope that the law under which the commission is operating might be 
repealed or impaired, it sought out Senator Owens and he introduced 
the, bill. Of course Governor Johngon would not have signed the bill 
had it reached him, but the very act of introducing it and standing 
sponsor for it showed where Owens stood, and that if he had been 
present when the original law and the constitutional amendments 
were adopted he would have voted ‘‘No”’ on both. 

In every ‘tounty of the state except Sacramento and San Fran- 
cisc®, the saloons close at midnight. It is a law that the saloon men 
themselves favor'since their employes want to rest, as well as every 
one else. It is a law which all the decent people in the community 
favor. It is a law which fathers and mothers favor, but which James 
C. Owens did not favor, but did all he could to kill. That shows 
where he stands on the morality question. | 

On every important matter before the Senate Owens either 
voted against his promise or absented himself. He missed 731 roll 
calls—the record in all the history of Legislatures in California— 
and the last two days of the session, when the most important meas- 
ures were up for consideration and his fellow members in both houses 
were working eighteen hours of the twenty-four, he missed one 
dundrd and thirteen roll calls. No such record for absenteeism has 
ever been made by any senator or assemblyman before. What the 
senator was doing when he was not in the Senate has never been 
disclosed by him, although it is known*that he wag not in committee 
and was not engaged in the business of his district or of the state. 
He only introduced a few measures and those he allowed to die, with 
the exception of four, none of which he had the slightest effort in 
passing, as they were bills that are always passed, or else that were 
agreed to outside of the chamber. 

Senator Owens violated repeatedly the pledges of the Democratic 
platform upon which he was elected. He fought all progressive 
legislation, and he established himself as the most reactionary mem- 
ber of the two houses. 

Since his return home he has been repeatedly asked to explain 
why he went’ back upon his pledges, and why he voted or dodged as 
he did. He admits the truth of every chage made against him} but 
alleges ‘simply that his recall is being asked by the dive-keepers of 

Barbary Coast, San Francisco, and the labor unions. Why the dive- 
Seeger OIE Wey Ge Toca 8 ah: whee record was ideal from 
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their standpoint, as is evident by a casual examination of it, is not 
apparent. They certainly do not want better conditions for women? 


| They certainly are not interested in the Railroad Commission. They 


certainly are not putting up money to paas bills in the interest of 
miners. They care nothing for the industrial insurance. Why, then, 
should the dive-keepers want his recall? If they could get a majority 
of the Legislature of Owens’ caliber and record they would be far 
more likely to get easy laws and less opposition than they encountér 
at present. To ¢laim that the dive-keepers were busy fighting fhe 
proposition to allow the saloons to keep open later than midnight 
is not even an ingenious statement, It is absurd. F 
So far as the labor laws are concerned, are the labor unions alone 
interested in the betterment of woman’s condition? Are the unions 
alone interested in midnight closing? Are the unions alone in favor 
of honest weights and measures? Doe the unions alone desire to see 
the unemployed problem solved? In a word, are the unionists the 
only friends of reform and progress in the state’. If they aré it is 
a great compliment, bit one that they do not claim to deserve, sineé 
they believe that the.great mass of people are in favor of better 
social conditions, and better moral conditions, and that they have 
no monopoly pon 4 desiré to raise mankind to a higher level. There- 
fore, all who believe in that principle sire with them, though not 
necessarily of them, in desiring the recall of James C. Owens. 


NULLIFICATION IN ULSTER . 


Eighty years ago the State of South Carolina decided that it 
would not obey the Congress of the United States and announced the 
absurd doctrine of nullification which means tKat any smaller’ com- 
munity in a commonwealth can over ride thé enactments of the ma- 
jority of whole nation or district: Carried aut logically it would 
mean anarchy because if a state can nullify the enactments of the 
Federal Government, a county could with equal reason nullify the 
statutes of the State, and the city or school district could object to 
those of a county, and the bards could refuse to obey the city ordi- 
nances, and the individual could refuse equally emphatically to obey 
also. 

Andrew Jackson was president at that time. He is considered 
today a pretty good democrat, and state’s rights—of which nullifi- 
cation was the extreme example—was the radical plank in the Dem- 
ocratic platform. But Jackson did not hesitate as Buchanan did 
thirty years later. He grabbed the dangerous doctrine by the 
throat and straggled it aborning. That was the end of nullification. 
Today the same problem confronts the British nation, the problem 
in Ulster is one of nulification: the effort of a very small minority 
of the Irish people—954, 193 to be exact—out of over four million. 

It is well not to allow the further fact’ to be forgotten that it is 
a struggle between the aristocrats and the plebians, between the 
House of Lords and the House of Commons, between the hereditary 
law makers and those elected by the people. For while it is true 
that the majority of the Nationalists are Catholics and the Orange- 
men are Protestants it is well to recall that the leader of the Home 
Rule movement was Parnell a Protestant, that the British Parliament 
which is passing the Home Rule bill is overwhelmingly Protestant, 
that none of the ministers are Catholics and that Gladstone who 
brought Home Rule into prominence and made it a plank in the 
Liberal platform was a staunch defender of the Established Church. 

But just as in this country, the Civil War was a question of 
State Rights primarily, and the slavery question was simply the final 
issue, and the basic cause of the contest, so the religious animosity 
is played up by the Orangemen for the purpose of exciting sym- 
pathy with their side, and hiding the real issue which is: Shall the 
people through an elective house rule the British Empire or shall an 
hereditary house over ride the will of the masses? 

The present government forced the House of Lords to its knees 
two years ago and exchanged the British Constitution so that a bill 
passed three times by the Commons becomes law although rejected 
by the House of Lords. Twice has the present Home Rule bill been 
passed by the Commons and twice has it been rejected by the Lords 
and the certainty that the same process will be repeated once more 
has made the Lords and their sycopant followers take the desperate 
position of threatening a revolution if the measure they can not kill 
by votes shall not be destroyed by a threat of bayonettes- As the 
officers in the army are all the pauper sons of the aristocracy, and in 
sympathy with their class they are proving traitors to their own 
government and are resigning rather than to obey the mandate of the 
people as expressed through the Commons. ‘There is the real issue 
in Great Britian and Ireland today, and the religious issue is raised 
to obscure it. 


THE NEW CHARTER 


The subject of a new municipal charter should not be allowed 
to rest. The latest plan of buying a city park and laying out a new 
street does not obviate the fact that the whole tunnel has been teryi- 
bly tangled up and that the city has wasted much money by the way 
it was handled. If it has demonstrated nothing else it has demon- 
strated that incompetency rules under the present plan and that it 
is hopeless fof the city to get what it pays for unless a new system 
is inaugurated. - 

The subject is too serious to drop. The taxpayers of Richmond 
are not going to continue to see their money wasted any longer, and 
they realize that they have simply been ‘‘pouring water into a go- 
pher’s hole’’ as things now are. The money that has been thrown to 
the birds would be more than enough to buy the proposed park had 
it been saved, and the absurdity of tearing up and regrading streets 
just graded would have been avoided.
